This  is  a national  holiday 
held  every  year  the  day  after 
Christmas.  On  this  day,  parents 
take  their  children  to  London  to 
se*e  the  Christmas  pantomines.

Boxing  Day  arose  from  an 
ancient  custom  of  house-to-house 
collections  for  the  postman,  the 
milkman  and  other  service  peo- 
ple, and  the  day  has  remained 
as  a national  holiday.
